It got only u 
block on its journey when a mob took the 
horses oil' tho car and ran tho car back into 
tho depot. Tho police were unable to rosisl 
the mo;i. A car at Hersey street and Tomp- 
klns aveuuo wo.s overtumod and tbo driver 
and conductor assaulted by tho mob. The 
police attempted to intorforo but uorc over- 
powered, and reserves woro oallod upon to 
aid tliom. A car was hoistod from tho track 
at Fulton and >Tow York avenues and tho po- 
licu wero called upon hero also. The driver and 
conductor, who wero "scabs," wero assaulted, 
Obstructions wore placed upon tho tracks, 
and it looked as though thero would bs 
oven moro serious trouble if tho company 
persisted in trying to run their cars. 


Several citizens wont to tho offlco of the

This ends with paradise, with all tbo features 
o[ tbo old on a higher plane, and with, not a 
singlo pair, but a groat multiludo of holy, 
perfect human beings—so great that no man 
can number thorn. 
Evil is vanquished, 


though saints suffer, tho devil is not thu 
victor; creation is not in vain; tho Lord is 
glorified.
